Tennis will be made a m ajor col­ 
lege sport under the resolution adopt­ 
ed at the spring meeting of the E ast­ 
ern 
collegiate 
athletic 
conference 
which was held a t the Penn-Harris 
hotel, Harrisburg, Monday afternoon. 
Representatives of the five colleges 
composing the conference named 
a 
committee to arrange a schedule for 
competition between varsity team s of 
the colleges and 
also 
for singles 
matches for freshmen to be held in 
conjunction with the annual spring 
track meet at Franklin and Marshall 
college. 
According to present plans 
two matches will be* held between each 
of the colleges during the season. W. 
II. Hitchier, of Dickinson, was named 
chairman of the committee to arrange 
for the games. 
Approve Recommendations 
Dr. J. W. Clawson, Ursinus, was 
elected president of the conference 
and Prof. A. C. II. Fasig, Muhlen­ 
berg, vice president; Wallace L. Rob­ 
inson, of Franklin and Marshall, was 
re-elected secretary-treasurer. Doctor 
Clawson succeeded Dr. C. W. Pretty- 
rnan, of Dickinson, as president.

dents of the colleges composing the 
conference affecting athletic scholar­ 
ships and also the salary to be paid 
athletic coachee were approved.

Iron Trust Founder 
Has 80th Birthday 


Berlin.— Rugged, 
robust and still 
very alert, Emil Kirdorf, the 
father 
of German coal and steel trusts and 
often referred to as “the W estphalian 
Bismarck,” has ju st celebrated 
his 
80th birthday anniversary. 
At his small castle, the “Streithof” 
at Rafflesberg, near MueJheim on the 
Ruhr, the venerable industrialist was 
the recipient of felicitations from all 
parts of the country and all spheres 
of life, including President von Hind- 
enburg, the leaders of the German 
nationalists, centrists and democrats, 
and financial and industrial magnates. 
In 1871, Kirdorf, then only a young

New Orleans, May IO.— (A P )—The

river surprint from six breaks in the 
dikes in the northeastern p art of the 
state piled up against the Bayou Des 
Glaises levee seeking an outlet to the 
sea.
